The President, through Mr. Lay, has directed that appropriate 
measures be undertaken immediately with respect to the following 
problems 


"Assuming Russian capability for clandestinely 
introducing and detonating in the United States 
in place demolition atomic weapons, what 
countermeasures are required to detect and 
defend against such introduction, " 

The President has accordingly authorized this office to col- 
laborate with the addressees of this memorandum as representatives 
of the departments and agencies which should be responsible for the 
development ana eaeeeution of the necessary countermeasures, and he 
has asked for a report back to him through this office on the actions 
taken as well as on any recommended steps requiring his consideration. 

It is requested that this matter be handled with special security 
precautions and that It be afforded preferred attention.
